' THE WHOLE TRAIN IS JARRED. 


The Slow Speed Was All That Saved the 
Train From Being Precipitated Into a 
Diteh—The Train Delayed for Repairs 

* Delegation Arrives in St. Louis After 

Noon. 


Sr. James, Mo., Feb. 24.—The St. Louis 
Special, which left Springfield, Mo., at 10:30 
‘@’clock last night, bearing delegates and 
Visitors home from the convention, was de- 
layed six hours at Jerome, near Newburg. 

The axle of the first Pullman truck snapped 
suddenly at 2:03 o’clock this morning and 
the sleepers were awakened bya terrible 
thumping under the floor. 

Lawrence Ryan gave the alarm andthe 
porter stopped the train with the air- brake. 
Fortunately the speed was slow, as the forty 
minutes lost by the regular, on whose 
schedule the special was running, had been 
Caught up at Dixon. 

Otherwise three Pullman sleepers would 
doubtless have been tumbled down the steep 
embankment at this point. 


The regular St. Louis lexpress leaves 
Springfield at 9:55. The special had been ad- 
vertised to leave at 10:30 o’clock as second 
section of No. 4, the regular. Owing to the 
loss of time by that train, the special ran 
out as first section of No. 4. Nearly ali the 
St. Louls crowd, except those who had al- 
ready returned, were aboard. All the 
leaders had berths in the three Pullman 
cars. The dissipation of two successive 
nights had told heavily upon the leaguers 
and there was general disposition to squelch 
all skylarking. . 
at 20’clock practically the entire train-load 
of human freight was as insensible as dry 
goods when the axle ofthe first pairof trucks 
of the first sleeper snapped unaccountably, 
anda terrible thumping beneath the foor 
brought every man in the coach into 
the aisle. Bedlam reigned supreme. 
Lawrence Ryan of the Assessor’s office 
notified the porter and the air-brake brought 
the train to a sudden stop, 

ROHLFING AND BUS’ DANGER. 

O. H. F. Rohifing occupied one berth and 
Henry Bus the other over the disabled 
trucks. Although the train had deen 
brought toa full stop the frightened occu- 

ants of the first sleeper dressed hastily and 

urried outside. 

The accident occurred between Dixon Hill 
and Jerome. The special had been running 
very rapidly to meet No. 3 at Dixon on time. 
This had been done and Engineer John 
ern that the speed at the time 

ot the accident did not exceed twenty miles 
an hour. 8 

It is the unanimous belief of all the 
trainmen that this fact alone 
prevented an awful sacrifice of life. 
At the point where the accident occurred, 
there isa twenty-foot embankment and just 
beyond a short curve. Had the speed been 
average, the last three cars would surely 
have been hurled from the track and down 
the embankment, for 
truck was ploughing up 
and obstructing the Whole 
No one was hurt or even jostled severely. 

The lve chair cars were taken onto 
Jerome, where the repair train was, tele- 
graphed for from Newburg. It was 8 o clock 
before the train was able to proceed. The 
disabled sleeper was left at Jerome. 

CAUSE A MYSTERY. 

The cause of the accident is unknown. The 
axle snapped squarely at the left wheel. 
The loosened wheel worked its tortuous way 

through the woodwork of the truck under 
the second axle and out at the farther side. 
It was the greatest source of danger. Had 
the speed been much greater it could not but 
have pitched the car high into the air and 
overthe embankment. The axle end played 
upon the floor of the sleeper and awakened 
the sleepers. 

Conauctor George Atwood said he had never 
heard of a similar accident that did not have 
a far more serious result. The material dam- 
age was trifling. ,

APPROPRIATIONS FOR’ INDIANS. 


They Will Not Be Materially Reduced 
for the Next Fiscal Year. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24,.—Members of 
the House Committee on Indian Affairs say 
that the appropriations for the next ;fiscal 
year forthe Indians will not be mateglally 
reduced below the figures of the present year. 
The committee is now engaged in the com- 
pllation of the bill aud has progressed so far 
that its policy can be stated definitely, al- 


though no figures can yet be given. Most of 
the items inthe indian bill are for current 
expenses, maintenance of the partially de- 
pendent Indians and the machinerv of the 
service, fields which offer little opportunity 
for greater economy and in which the com- 
—_ does not expect to make large reduc- 
ons. 

Several treaties acquiring Indian lands are 
before Congress for settlement, but a plan 
has been discussed which, if curried out, will 
obviate the need of extra appropriations for 
this purpose. Instead of making payments 
to the Indians for their lands at once, it is 
proposed to defer the first payment until six 
months after the reservations have been 
opened for settlement. In this time the set- 
tlers will have made payments for their 
property, andthe moneys received by this 
transaction wiil be drawn upon to pay tothe 
Indians in accordance with the treaties. By 
tollowing this system the necessity for mak- 
ing special appropriations to carry out In- 
dian treaties will be avolded. 


To Benefit Postal Clerks. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—There are 
more than 8,000 railway postal clerks inthe 
service of the Government. Most of them 
will de benefited by the bill of Representa- 


tive Hopkins of LIllinois, which was favora- 
bly reported by the House Committee on 
Post-olfices. This bill creates seven classes 
of clerks at salaries ranging from $1,600 tc 
$1,800, making two classes other than are 
provided for by the present laws, salaried at 
$1.600 and $1,800, 

No class of Government employes in the 
civil service are subjected to such constant 
danger or have duties imposing so greata 
Strain as the postal clerks. Many of them 
have been killed in railroad accidents in re- 
cent years, and efforts have been made to 
provide pensions for their families. Mem- 
bers ot the Post-office Committee expect to 
make a determined stand to secure more 
liberal wages for employes in this branch. 


Fostering Naval Militia. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.—The Navy 
Department is encouraged in its efforts to 
foster the naval militia by the accession of 


two States to thelist of naval reserve States. 

They are Georgia and Connecticut, and it is 
believed thatthe Virginia Legislature will 
soon pass a law providing forthe organiza- 
tion ofa naval reserve in that State. 

The naval militia of Callfornia has applied 
to the department forthe loan of a ship in 
which they might gotosea from San Diego 
and cruise to san Francisco, where they can 
take partinthe Midwinter Exposition. In 
view of the demand for vessels to police the 
seal waters, it has not yet been possible to 
find a ship available for this purpose.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Feb. 24.--The availa- 
ble cash balance in the Treasury to-day 1s 
$138, 754,638; National Bank notes recelved for 
redemption, $470,325; total forthe week, $1,- 
669,095; Government receips, internal reve-

ous, $14,731.

The Prisoners [Strange Plea When 
Called Upon by Judge Brentano. 


DID HE DO RIGHT OR WRONG I8 THE 
REAL QUESTION AT ISSUES, 


His Attorneys Had No Authority to Base 
His Defense Upon Insanity—The Doc- 
tors Meddlea When They Examinei 
Into His Mental Condition.— The 
Judes's Address in Sentencing the 
Prisoner to Death. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 24.— Eugene Patrick Prender- 
gast cannot escape the penalty of the law for 
his fuulassassination of Mayor Harrison of 
this city on Oct. 28, 1893. His lawyers have 
worked hard to secure a new trial for him, 


but to no avail. 

To-day Judge Brentano overruled the mo- 
tion for a new trialand sentenced Prender- 
gast to be hanged March 3. 

Prendergast had entered court in charge of 
a bailiff. He had been shaved early in the 
morning and his hair was carefully combed. 
The assassin was assigned to a chair in the 
place he occupied during nis trial. He soon 
grew restless, and moved about in his chair 
uneasily. His face was pale and his eyes 
rolled around unceasingly. 

As the Court addressed Prendergast and 
asked him if he had anything to say why sen- 
tence should not be pussed upon him Pren- 
dergast arose tohis feet, nervously drew a 
small sheet of paper, covered with notes, 
from his vest pocket, and addressed the 
Court as follows: 

PRENDERGAST’S PLEA. 

„J don’t suppose. your honor, that it 
would do me any good to say anything to the 
court now. Ihave made ng. preparation to 
say anything in particulary I suppose your 


honor is under the impression that you have 
done your duty, Dut this plea of insanity bas 
been set up by my attorney without my con- 
sent. Itisaninfamous,a dirty and a dis- 
———_ plea, and done against my objec- 
tions. 

Now, as for juror Murray. It is certain 
to my mind that from the manner he 
answered questions he was anxiousto bea 
juror in this case. There was something 
wrong aiso in regard to summoning the 
veniremen. Juror Larkin came hereon a 
written statement, but of course the de- 
fendaut had no control over this part of the 
court’s work. A local paper contained a 
whole column about itat that time, and itis 
not necessary for me to go into it further 
now. We had no opportunity to watch the 
proceedings in summoning the jurors. 

But thatis not the question. At the very 
beginning of this trial the court told me my 
attorneys would attend to my case. Never- 
theless, they did not. As stated, your Honor 
before, they set up this infamous plea of in- 
sanity against my will. But, your Honor, 
the issue is, did Ido right or did I do wrong? 
Did I do my duty or did Inot? Did Idothe 
will of God or aid I not? This point has never 
been touched upon, and I say it is the only 
issue before the,court. 

‘*Of course, if 1 did wrong I should be con- 
demned. But, your Honor, if I did rigut 1 
should be justified and acquitted. 

As for this talk about the Dacey or the 
Guiteau case, the court all along ruled that 
no reference should be made toit. but the 
attorneys for the defendant continued it 
throughout the trial. As far as these doctors 
are concerned they came to me without my 
consent and without my Invitation and I did 
not write them nor give my consent for them 
to come and find out whether I was insane or 
not. No doubt the motives of these men 
were humane, but it was through the con- 
nivances of Jallor Morris that they got into 
that jail. 

HIS OPINION OF HIS VICTIM. 

Now, your honor and everybody says 
that Harrison was a great and good man. 
Ideny this, A good mag is generally faith- 
ful to his friends, and Harrison was not. If 
he had been a good man he would not have 
been hostile toward me, 

„But this newspaper trust, your honor, 
We have been attacked by this newspaper 
trust, and if the sentence of this court 18 
carried out you will all be at the hands of this 
newspaper trust. No man’s character or 
reputation will be safe. I don’t know what 
will be the result. 

Even while I was in your county jail I was 
threatened withdeath. This man Morris, 
the jailor there, said to me: I'll Kill you be- 
fore you leave this jail,no matter what the 
court and the balliff do with you.’ The Sher- 
iff of this county isa Republican, while my 
principles are Democratic, and that is why 
this is. 

Hut the issue, Your Honor, is whether I 
did right or wrong. If this court wants to 
shirk the responsibility in this case it will 
not be my fault. Mostof the motions made 
by the attorneys for me hare been overruled 
by the court, and that was wrong. 

Then there is this great grade-crossing 
issue, If Your Honor consents to my death, 
to my murder, you also consent to take the 
lives of these peopie onthe infamous grade 
crossings. Thatis what caused me to shoot 
Harrison, although I had stood by him in 
times of distress. 

lam feeling much better now, your 
honor. My health is much better than when 
Ifirst wentto jail. The terrible food they 
gave me there snook me physically and men- 
tally. 

‘*In this case I have been charged with be- 
ing vain glorious and a notoriety seeker. 
This is not true, and it has been disproven in 
this trial. Christ was not a vain glorious 
man, neither am I, The temptations that 
were offered Christ on the mount showed 
that he was not vain glorious, and anyone 
that has withstood such temptations as I 
have is certainly not vain glorious. 

suppose these doctors really wented to 
know whether I was sane or not, They think 
they have done good, but as I go to this 
scaffold they will be made infamous through- 
outallages, It was the most infamous thing 
in history to kill Cnrist on the cross, and it 
willbe as infamous to hang me. I think 
these doctors act in rather a meddlesome 
way, comingto see me without being in- 
vited and without my consent. They had 
better attend to theirown business for they 
had no cause to come and see me, 

„But, your honor, this is not the issue. 
The issue is did I do right or did I do wrong? 
Did Ido my duty asl claim I did? This issue 
remains for you, the Court, to determine.’’ 

Ending his speech Prendergast glanced 
wildly about the room and sat down to listen 
to the sentence of the court. He did not lis- 
ten to the great part of the Court’s remarks, 
butturned half around and looked at the 
large clock on the wall. 


PASSING SENTENCE OF DRATH. 

The court - room was filled when the Judge 
read his decision, Prendergast appeared in- 
different for a time, but as the reading pro- 
ceeded, appeared ready to make one of his 
old-time scenes. Prendergast was ordered 
to stand up duringthe reading of the sen- 
tence. Judge Brentano said: 


**Patrick Kugerie Prendergast, it rarel

When the court passed sentence, the pris- 

oner moved forward a step or two and then 
said: 

Ida not wish to apologize to the court, 


for I think I did my duty. 

As he concluded he was led away to his cell 
in the jail by the bailiffs. | 

During the course of his remarks Prender- 
gast was apparantly ina very nervous con- 
dition. His hands shook and as he occasion- 
ally turned his eyes from the court and 
glared about the room, it was evident his 
nerves were strung to the highest tension. 
Occasionally he would stop to glance at the 
paper in his hand to read the notes or points 
on his address, which be had evidently pre- 
pared in advance. 

Just before Judge Brentano began the de- 
livery of his speech denying the motion for 


‘new trial, Attorney Gregory fileda moon 


in arrest of judgment, which was overruled. 
Hie then asked for thirty days in which to fle 
a bill of exceptions upon which to take the 
case to the Supreme Court. This was granted. 
Prendergast was sentenced to hang subse- 
quently in less than thirty days. It was 
stated, however, that if it became necessary 
the court could extend the time and fix anew 
date torthe execution. It is probable that 
ane bill or exceptions will be filed within teu 
ays.

Something like a year ago the family no- 
ticed that almost every evening there would 
comearapatthe door, and shortly after- 
wards Annie would go out. She told them 
she went to meet her ‘‘feller’’ and while 
they objected to the young man’s modesty in 
not showing himself, no positive prohibition 
to the girl going with him was ever made. 

ANNIE DISAPPEARS, 

Of late they all bave learned that the young 
man's name is Robert Shepyerd. He was 
formerly a giass-blower in the 
Anheuser-Busch bottle works on Rarton 
street, but for some time he has done no 
work at all. The gossips of the neighbor- 
hood have never given hima good name and 


Annie’s mother has been objecting more and 
more tothe girl’s association with him, 

Last night Annie went out with Shepperd 
as usual. She did not return, until nearly 2 
o’clock this morning. Mrs. Bender was 
very angry, and shetold her daughter that 
she was going to tell her father all about it. 
He had been kept inignorance of the whole 
Airtation allthis time by the women folks. 
But he got away this morning before the 
mother had a chance to tell him, and shortly 
after Mrs. Bender went out. 

When shecame back Annie was gone. Her 
clothes were missing, too. She had packed 
up everything and disappeared. Imme- 
diately Mrs. Bender held a council of war 
with her other daughters. The neighbor- 
hood was alarmed and the stories came in 
thick and fast that there were certain legal 
difficulties which prevented Shepperd from 
making Annie his wife, even if he so desired. 
The mother sent for the son, Charles 
Trichler, and he-hurriedto theoffice ofthe 
Recorder of Deeds and left instrnctions that 
no marriage license should be issued tothe 
couple if they shauid call.

Annie took with her some papers which 
would allow herto draw the money which 
both she and her mother have 
earned during the month at their 
employer’s. Trichler, the uncle, called a 


second time during the morning on Recorder 
Hobbs to seeif the couple had been there. 
He wanted Shepperd arrested,and when told 
that this could not de done, he started out to 
find him in order that he might put the 
Lochinvar ia such a physical condition that 
he would be unable to put in 
an appearance. Trichler said he 
had fixed itso that the girl could not draw 
the money at the tallor’s. 

He was in a very much agitated frame of 
mind, and if he should meet Shepperd an in- 
teresting time is sure to ensue,

BUT HE 18 OPPOSED TO THE RAISING 
OF A POPULAR SUBSCRIPTION. 


He Considers the Movement in That Di- 
rection a Personal Refisction and for 
That Reason Will Allow No Lawyer 
So Employed to Take Part in the 
Cass—Judge Edmunds Intervieweod— 
Duestrow’s Conduct in Jail. 


Circuit Attorney William Zachritz has 


backed down somewhat from the apparent 


position he took in his letter to the public 
and the press relative to the employ meat of 
special counsel in the prosecution 
of Dr. Arthur Duestrow the double 
murderer. Tnis letter positively stated that 
that no speciai counsel would be allowed to 
appearasthe Circuit Attorney and his as- 
sistants were paid to perform their full daty 
and stood ready to do it. 

This morning Mr. Zachritz modified this 
positive prohibition by the statement that if 
counsel were employed by the friends 
or relatives of Mrs. Duestrow he 
would de glad to receive such 
assistance. His letter was such an innova- 
tion on the customary practice of St. Louis 
criminal courts that the Circuit Attorney 
was asked this morning his reasons for tak- 
ing the rather unusual positioa of denying 
the right of counsel to the friends of the 
wronged party. 

ZACHRITZ GIVES HIS REASONS. 

My reason for taking this step.“ he said, 
„was simply this, My friends came to me 
and told me that a petition was being circu- 
lated among the workingmen of this city 
asking thatthey subscribe toward a fund to 
hire special counsel to prosecute Duestrow. 
I do not see why this should have been done. 
It certainly was a refiection on me that 
I did not propose to stand. This office 


intends to prosecute Duestrow to the best of 
Its ability,as it would any other man charged 
with murder, and there is no necassity for the 
public to secure ald for us. 

„Jam perfectly willing, shall be glad in- 
deed, to receive assistance from any,reputa- 
ble attorney that Mrs. Duestrow’s friends 
may see fit to engage. I am aware that 
Duestrow’s attorney, Gov. Johnson, is a 
very able lawyer and I shall both gratefully 
and gracefully receive into the case any 
lawyer who comes into it in a proper way; 
but I say again that I shall refuse to allow 
any man to aid in the prosecution who 
is put here by popular subscription, 
with the implication that this office will not 
do its duty because Duestrow has money,’’ 

It has been suggested that you have no 
right to refuse special counsel?’’

„Have you any idea why this petition 
should have been circulated?’’

JUDGE EDMUNDS INTERVIEWED.

Supreme Court to pass on the question. This 
body has decided that special counsel may 
ald the Circult Attorney, Dut there is no law 
which I Know of to compel him to receive 
such ald.

Closing Argument for the Defense in the 
Coughlin Trial. 

CuHicaGo, III., Feb. 24.—Ex-Judge Wing be- 
gan the closing argument for the defense In 
the Coughlin trial to-day.

INTERRUPTS THE EX-SECRETARY IN 
THE COURSE OF HIS ARGUMENT, 


Gen. Noble, in Behalf of the Unitea 
States Trust Co., Explains Why He 
Thinks the Frisco Road Should Not 
Be in the Hands of the Atchison Re- 
ceivers—Claims the Latter Cannot Be 
Impartial—The Frisco“? Downfall— 
Taken Under Advisement. 


Gen. John W, Noble, for the United States 
Trust Co., opened the second day’s hearing 
of the Frisco receivership case before United 
States Circuit Judge Caldwell in chambers 
this morning. His introductory statements 
constituted an explanation that the 
application for a change in the 
receivers was not to be _ construed 
as a charge that the receivers now acting 
are unworthy of the trust. He did not mean 
to say that the receivers would deliberately 
do injustice to the Frisco property 
because of their more intimate 
connection with the Santa Fe. 
Counsel on the other side had said that the 
United States Trust Co. had no standing in 
his court; that it might secure the relief it 
asked in the State courts; that it might get 
a judgment, and afterward come into 
this court and receive relief. But 
meanwhile the present receivers could 
do much with the property that would oper- 
atetothe prejudice of the plaintiffs. The 
plaintiffs could not sue in the State Court 
without leave; for that court, Knowing 
that the Federal Court had already 
acquired jurisdiction of the case, 
would stay its hand until this court had 
passed upon it. Therefore the United States 
Trust Co. asked this court’s permission to 
sue in the State Court, 

The General: admitted that falling to se- 
cure relief in this court he might consider an 
independent action in the State Court for 
the foreclosure of its mortgage and 
the other relief asked for, 
want to do so until this court had denied his 
clients protection for their claims. 

Was the United States Trust Co. able to 
come into this case as a defendant? Gen, 
Noble believed not. When the United 
States Trust Co. filled its present 
bill it waa not recognized 
inthe receivership. It was not mentioned. 
Only the Mercantile Trust Co. 
and the Santa Fe company were 
sorepresented. The interest debt now due 
the plaintiff, amounting to over $500,000, was 
not then due, although the plaintiffs 
in the receivership petition ad- 
mitted that they would de unable to 
pay thesame when due. Gen. Noble read 
the terms of the mortgage held by the United 
States Trust Co.and argued that to the con- 
struction of line and the acquirement of 
right of way made possible by the 
sale of the bonds now held by his clients 
was due the almost unparalleled prosperity 
of the road after the construction of the 
track from Pacific, Mo., to St. Louis. And he 
claimed that the very recent high standing 
of the road was such that its interests could 
not be subordinated to the interests of the 
Santa Fe. 

COULD NOT ACT DISINTERESTEDLY. 

The present receivers could notact disin- 
terestediy inthe management of the Frisco 
as against the Santa Fe because 
they, he said, as directors of the San- 
ta Fe, were agents of the stockholders 
of that road, and subject to removal 
whenever those stockholders saw fit. The 
Santa Fe’s interests are not one witb those 
of the Frisco; it has better, more extensive 
connections and more pfofitable traffic; and 
the time ofthe decline of the traffic of the 
prosperity of the ’Friscowas almost ident- 
ical tothe very hour—with the passage of 
control of the stock of the Frisco to the con- 
trol of the Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
How, then, could the administration of the 
Frisco receivership by agents of the Santa 
Fe be conducted, impartially to the Frisco 
interests and with justice to its creditors? 

Ihe United States Trust Co., representing 
a $20,000,000 mortgage, solemnly proclaimed 
its right to havea voice in the administra- 
tion of this receivership, in fixing the 
amounts of fees to be paid; in the 
cost of operation and in the disposition of 
the earnings. It wanted a representative in 
that Board of Receivers to protect its 
rights.’’ 

Judge Caldwell interrupted Gen. Noble 
while the latter was animadvertingon the 
dangers to which the plaintiffs in this case 
were subjected, to read an order, requiring 
the recelvers to file monthly reports 
with the Master in Chancery, to empower 
the latter to go over those reports in detal! 
with the assistance of expert accountants; 
and to require a full explanation, 
under oath, of all matters connected 
with the report; and that the Master shall 
have access at all times and in all places to 
all the accounts, vouchers and records of the 
recelvers. 

THE COURT GIVES AN INTIMATION, 

The Court was very emphatic in its declar- 
ation of its intention to extend the fullest 
protection of all interests coming under 
the survey of the receivers now 
holding appointment; and the court plainly 
intimated its present intention of allowing 
the appointment of these receivers to stand. 

This declaration fromthe bench created a 
decided commotion among the score or more 
of interested lawyers who heard it. 

In his informal remarks, after making the 
order in question, Judge Caldwell intimated 
that the United States Trust Co. might inter- 
plead in the 8 petition, and that 
if it did so interplead all its rights would be 
as fully protected as those of the original pe- 
titioners. The court, however, permitted 
Gen. Noble to continue his argument for the 
„r of showing, if possible, that the 
nited States Trust Co. hada right to an or- 
der on the receivers for the $541,000 interest 
on the general mortgage bonds. 

Gen. Noble pleaded the force of the mort- 
gagee’s contract with the mortgagor, and 
begged that it be respected by the court, and 
that the property of the Frisco in Missouri 
be set aside for the use of the mortgagee. 
‘*What control,’’ Gen. Noble asked, would 
the plaintiffs,have of the property while t 
receivership was run by the Santa Fe?“ T 
plaintiffs wanted relief; if they could go to 
another jurisdiction, they wanted a repre- 
sentative among these receivers. 

„At the conclusion of his argument Gen. 
Noble submitted to the court the petition 
which the plaintiffs proposed to file in the 
State Court, 

Briefs on behalf of the Mercantile Trust 
Co. were filed by W. W. Green and Judge 
McKeighan; one for the United States Trust 
Co. by George Zabriski and E. W. Sheldon. 
— Caldwell took the case under advise-

MAI LOSE BOTH FEET. 


Train Rebber Hardin’s Penalty for Try- 
ing to Escape. 


The details of the capture of Joseph San- 
ford Hardin, the Centralia, III., train rob- 
ber, who effected such a novel escape from 
the Chester, III., Penitentiary several days 
ago, have just reached the St. Louis police 


authorities in an indirect manner. 

Hardin has been an unfortunate criminal 
in his brief career. In the hold-up at Cen- 
tralia he received a load of buckshot in his 
right arm, and now it Is almost safe 
to say that he will have to 
abandon his nefarious pursuits for 
the result of his exposure following 
his escape will probably be the amputation 
of both his feet. 

It will be remembered that Hardin, in or- 
der to get away from twenty years’ service 
at the er Penitentiary, permitted him- 
self to be covered with yellow clay 
in the body of a dump 
cart, and was then driven to a 
dump on the river bank and thrown with the 
clay into tne river. He was drenched to the 
hide in this escapade and he remained in the 
water quite a long while. When he finally 
emerged from the river he trudged 
along in the bleak northern wind, wet 
through, until he came within a 
few miles of Menard. There, out of sheer 
exhaustion and suffering greatly from the 
cold, he crawled into a haystack in order to 
get warm and dry his clothes at the same 
time. 

He remained in this haystack from 
about dusk until early next morning 
when the farmer, whose name is not Known, 
came out to feed his cattle. He went tothe 
haystack in which Hardin was found and 

bis many-pronged fork tinto 
horrible, half-smothered 
from beneath the 
jumped back and 
tire next instant the shivering and huddled 
form of a man clad inconvict’s uniform 
crawled out ofthe hay. The convict offered 
no resistance, but started to limp away. Be- 
fore ‘long, however, the alarm which had 
been giver brought a crowd to the 
scene andthe unfortunate Joe Hardin was 
taken into custody. He was almost frozen 
to death and medical exnmination revealed 
the fact that his feet were in 
such a condition from the frost that they 
would probably have to be severed. Hardin 1s 
now at Chester Penitentiary, very much the 
worse for his effort to escape the sentence 
justice has passed upon him.

Judge Phillips Renders a Decision in an 
Interesting Property Case.

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ATTACK LED BY CHIEF FODISALAH, A 
„ NOTORIOUS SLAVE DEALER. 


The Marines Landed to Punish the Chief 
for His Atrooities—Deserted by Ne- 
tive Carriers of Water and Ammu- 
nition—The Snare Set and the Troops 
Fell Easy Victims—Unable to Return 
the Fire With Effect and Forced to Re- 
treat—Officors Killed. 


LONDON, Feb. 24.—Dispatches received here 
from the west coast of Africa announce that 
there was a rumor in circulation to the effect 
that a number of British officers and sailors 
had been killed inan encounter with the 
slave dealers on the west coast of Africa. 

A later dispatch from Plymouth says that 
itis feared a disaster has occurredto the 
gunboat Widgeon or hercrew. A private 
telegram received by the wife of an officer of 
the Widgeon indleated that either the vessel 
or the crew had met with anaccident, or 
that the latter had been engaged in a fight 
with the natives onthe west coast of Africa 
and that there had been a loss of life. 

Inquiries jmade at the Admiralty resulted 
in the statement being made that nothing 
was known there of any disaster to the Wid- 
geon or to her crew. 

Still later dispatches, however, say that 
the cruiser Raleigh, twenty-four guns, 5,200 
tons, the flagship of the British squadron on 
the African coast, commanded by Rear 
Admiral Frederick C. Debford, and the first 
class screw gunboat Widgeon, six guns, 805 
tons,commanded by Lieutenant-Commander 
William J. Scullard, arrived yesterday at 
Bathurst, capital of the British West Colony 
of Gambia, and the grumor soon spread that 
the sailors had been badly handled in an en- 
counter with the slavers. 

Exact statements of the affair are not ob- 
tainable, owingtothe refusal of the Admi- 
ralty officials to make public their dispatches 
at present; but it is not denied that the Brit- 
ish sailors have been defeated ashore. 

Later it was discovered that landing par- 
ties from the ships had been sent ashore in 
order to punish Chief Fodisalah, a notorious 
slave dealer, who had been carrying off into 
pondage and severely !ll-treating the helpless 
natives of a number of villages along that 
part of the coast over which he rules. 

The British sallors landed in force and 
marched inland, where they met with a 
severe reverse, losing three officers and ten 
men killed and forty wounded. 

Further details of the disaster leaked out 
this afternoon. The torce of British blue 
jackets, which landed near Bathurst, was 
composed of men from the flagship Raleigh 
and frau the gunboat Wiageon. The landing 
parties went ashore fully equipped for a 
march inland and for remaining ashore for 
some time, 

Several machine guns were taken ashore in 
the boats, and the landing parties carried 
provisions for four days and anample supply 
of ammunition. A reserve force was left 
ashore at the landing place, which was thor- 
oughly protected by the guns of the cruiser 
and the gunboat. 

After the blue-jackets and marines had 
landed the column began its march inland. 


But, owing to the nature of the country 
which the naval detachments had to pass 
through, swampy land, thick bushwood and 
forest land, the advance party and the flank- 
ing parties were soon compelled to practi- 
cally fall back upon the main column, which 
pushed forward inthis manner for the in- 
terior. 

Fora long time after landing and com- 
mencing the march inland, little or no signs 
of natives were to be seen. In fact, the 
coast in the neighborhood seemed to have 
deen deserted. But when the British forces 
had advanced well inland and were sur- 
rounded by a thickly wooded country with 
rising lands on both sides the natives, who 
had been hired to carry the spare ammunil- 
tion, provisions and water, began to desert 
und eventually the whole lotof them disap- 
peared. 

The British force, however, continued its 
march inland, and were eventually led into 
anambush. Fire was suddenly opened upon 
them from all sides, and the sallors were 
routed before they were able to make any 
effective use of the machine guns, 

Chief Fodisalah isa notorious and desper- 
ate slave-owner, well known on the west 
coast of Africa. His force was reported to 
have been small in numbers and to have been 
only armed with primitive rifles. Conse- 
quently the British landing parties were 
thoughtto beamply able to cope with the 
force of the siaver. 

The Admiralty Department later admitted 
they had received a cable message from 
Admiral Bedford, on board the flagship 
Raleigh, at Bathurst, dated yesterday, and 

ractically — 1 oe all the stories circu- 
ated in regard to the disasterto the British 
force. 

Admiral Bedford in his dispatch said that 
the leading force was under the command of 
Capt. Edward H. Gamble, and that the car- 
riers by their desertion caused the loss of all 
the spare ammunition taken ashore for the 
use of the landing parties, and that, in addi- 
tion, the carriers caused the loss of all the 
water supply which had been taken inland. 
The sallors*upon reaching signs of a native 
habitation, pushed forward and captured 
two Villages which were defended by stock- 
ades. They occupied these two villages 
throughout the following night, placing the 
machine guns at points of vantage, and thus 
making themselves practically secure from 
attack. But the loss of the water supply and. 
spare ammunition made Capt. Gambie decide 
to return tothe shore, with the intention of 
re-embarking his forces. 

This movement was commenced early the 
next morning, and the column was on its 
way back when the sailors were suddenly at- 
tacked on allsides. Thefire which was di- 
rected upon the sallors was so severe and 
the slavers were so numerous but so well 
concealed in the bush that the biue-jackets 
fell on all sides and began to retreat hastily, 
while carrying their wounded and dead along 
with them 80 far as possible. 

Lieut. Wm. H. Arnold of the Navy and 
Lieut. Of Marines Francis W. Hovey were | 
the first two officers killed, and Sub-Lient. 
Francis W. Meister and ten men soon shared 
their fate. The Hon. Robert F. Doyle was 
dangerously wounded and Lieut. Herbert J 
Savilie was slightly wounded. Capt. Gam- 
ble, Surgeon W. B. Hite,Miashipman Arthur 
Chambers and forty blue-jackets were slight- 
ly wounded during the retreat.

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THE RESPONSIBLE PARTIES. 

Mr. Bland is right. It is unpardonable 
for Democrats to absent themselves from 
the House and dodge voting on any bill. 
They should pass or defeat the seigniorage 
bill. They should vote on all measures. 

But defining the duty of a member of 
Congress is very different from forcing him 
to do his duty. In the heat ofa crisis in 
legislation the first impulse of those who 
feel that the country is being injured by 
the dereliction of its servants is to use 
force. It is not, however, the 
best impulse. The theory that 
any legislation is better than no legisla- 
tion at all is erroneous, The doctrine that 
Congressmen who will not do their duty 
must be made to do it according to the 
judgment of party leaders is wrong. The 
idea that the leaders of a party must be 
armed with the power to put the will of 
the party caucus through under all cir- 
cumstances and by a minority vote is un- 
democratic. This is not a government of 
force. 

The power to force legislation, which 
might be beneficial in one case, might be 
detrimental and dangerous in another. 
Congressmen are answerable to their con- 
stituents for their conduct. When they do 
not perform their duties and block the way 
of their party they injure themselves and 
their party. The only recourse is for the 
people to get other Congressmen of the 
same party or another party tocarry out 
the popular will. 


‘FRIENDS Af COURT. ’ 


The Washington correspondent of a Chi- 
cago paper broadly hints that the Admin- 
istration’s support of free coal is not 
because of any abstract love of the thing 

r superior devotion to principle, but be- 
. Mr. William C. Whitney and the 
Hon. Daniel Lamont are heavily interested 
in the Noda Scotia mines. 

It is not necessary for the President to 
get his opinions on the subject from the 
Whitney syndicate. He has more than 
once clearly defined his views on protec- 
tive duties and is known as a conscien- 
tious friend of free raw materials. That 
he is publicly supported by the Whitney 
syndicate for selfish purposes, is, perhaps, 
a misfortune at this time, but it is not his 
fault. He cannot be blamed for any dis- 
credit which may come to the reform 
cause through the machinations of specu- 
lators. 

It is known that the Nova Scotia fields 
are owned by the New York capitalists, 
who of course want as wide a market as 
possible. And they work just as earnestly 
for free coal as do the miners of Pennsyl- 
vania for a protective duty. But the story 
is another iliustration of the power which 
special interests are coming to wield by 
means of friends in official station. These 
interests are more intelligently represented 
to-day than the people themselves by so- 
called public servants in executive and 
legislative positions. This is a fact of 
common observation admitted by many of 
the monopolists themselves, some of whom 
boast of it. 

There seems to be no better way to rid 
the country of the incubus than to take 
the determination of elections and political 
questions away from the Eastern cities, 
where the money .power is well nigh su- 
preme. Inthe West the people are still 
free-minded afd not given over at all to 
one set of prejudices. They still dare to 
think for themselves and vote as they 
think. Legislation should be altogether 
for the public welfare, but it cannot be 
so long as special interests dominate the 
community, dictate nominations and ex- 
ercise a sinister influence in committee 
rooms. And the power or the monopolist 
would be considerably diminished by the 
removal of the center of political gravity 
to the West, where mere wealth has not so 
much influence over the imaginations and 
morals of the people.

Wiman had to spend another night tn the 
Tombs because he could not secure the 
proper sort of bond. Along about ,4 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon when Mr. Wiman’s 
friends came to the District Attorney’s office 


to give bond they didjnot expect the least aif- 
ficulty or trouble. There were Harry L. 
Horton, the banker ; his partner, J. Frank 
Emmons, H. I. Metcalfe, Maj. C. T. Barrett, 
Robert J. Kimballand Albert B. Chandler, 
whose bond on Staten Island would go for 
almost a million dollars; but when Mr. Wie 
man’s son-in-law asked for his release, Ver- 
non M. Davis, who was in charge of the office, 
wanted to know what New York real estate 
they could give for security. They didn’t 
happen to have any, so they presented a 
cashier’s check on the Broadway National 
Bank for $25,000, but that would not do, Mr, 
Davis explaining that it would have to be de- 
posited with the City Chamberlain frst. 

Mr. Wiman’s friends are now saying that 
he was a sufferer from temporary insani 
when he committed the crimes char 
against him.

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WESTERN GEOLOGICAL SURVEYS. 


Some of the Results Embodied in Two 
Recent Special Reports, 


WASHINGTON, DO. C., Feb. 24.—The results of 
investigations in the West conducted by the 
United States Geological Survey are em- 
bodied in two special reports which have 
just been completed. The principal one is 
that of Prof. H. W. Turner on the Rocks of 
the Sierra Nevada Mountain Range. It is a 
bulky document, describing the geological 


formations of the range and giving descrip- 
tions of the various classes of rocks. It is 
stated thatthe fact that granite forms al- 
most the whole of the south western end of the 
Sierra Nevada indicates that there had been 
the greatest elevation, the overlying sedi- 

ments having been eroded, yeaving the un- 
der granite rocks exposed, s gravel 
patches along the crest of the range, it is 
elted, undoubtedly represent river beds of 
the neocene period. That the Sierra Nevada 
has been elevated asa whole is shown by 
the occurrence of deposits made inthe neo- 
cene period of sandstones in gravel in the 
lower foothill at the extreme edge of the 


range. 

The ol4-silver veins of Ophir, Cala., form 
the subject ofa report which has been sub- 
mitted — Waldemar Lingren of the survey. 
The examination of the mining district was 
made during the summer of 1892. It is stated 
that during the N years following the 
discovery of gold in Calfornia many of the 
quartz veinsinthe Ophir district were lo- 
cated and worked slowly, It was not until 
the end of the 60s that the quartz mining de- 
gan to be carried on.

BEECHER-TILTON SCANDAL REVIVED. 


Testimony Elicited in Mrs. Martin’s Suit

The issue is made by the declaration in the 
Omaha platformin favor of free coinage of 
gold and silver at the ratio of 16 to 1, and the 
issuance of standard money exclusively by 
— Government without the intervention of 


banks. 
The address. declares that both the old 
rties will present the tariff and other issues 
Binz the coming campaign, and deny that 
they are in favor of money contraction, and 
they will be for or against the other issues in 
en to the number of votes they 
ring. When they secure power they will 
use it In the interest of the gold combination. 
The issue of bonds in times of peace is de- 
nounced as an act of treason and usurpa- 


tion. 

The National Committee claims no right to 
dictate to the different States or Congres- 
sional districts as to the details of their plat- 
forms within the bounds of the fundamental 
principles of the Omaha platform. A call is 
made on all liberty loving citizens to unite 
withthe partyin the effort to uphold the 
rights of American freemen from inaustrial 
slavery.

for my ola Commander. Gresham, that I 
would be involved in a controversy. I spoke 
in indignation and hurriedly, out of recol- 
lection, away from my diary and books of 
reference. 
„ will not endeavor to controvert Gen. 
Kneffier’s statement as to Gen. Gresham’s 
early rank. My recoilection is that Gresham 
was at Shiloh, but of that I will not be sure. 
Iknow I saw bim immediately afierward 
and during the operations about Corinth. I 
cannot recall the roster at the Battle of the 
Hatchie (Tennessee), but I take from my 
diary, three days after the battle, a state- 
ment that the 2d Brigade of the Fourth Di- 
vision (then engaged) was commanded by 
Gen. Veatch, and among his regiments 
was the 53d Indiana (Gresham’s). 
1 do not, know of my personal 
knowledge what his service was, then, nor 
is that vital. I suppose he was with his com- 
mand, as I was with mine, unless properly 
detached. But this is not the vital point 
upon which Gen. Kneffler attacks Gen. Gresh- 
am or questions my story. 

The ‘official records of the war,’ to which 
Gen. Kneffier refers, are lamentably defi- 
cient. They only comprise such official (and 
often disjointed) recoris as were turned in 
to the Adjutant-General of the Army. 

„ belonged to Lauman’s division in front 
of Vicksburg duringasiege of nearly three 
months and saw Gen. Gresham frequently. 
I have personally seen him in friendly con- 
verse with Grant, Sherman and Logan and 
know he was well regarded by all. My first 
intimate acquaintance with Gresham was at 
Natchez, Miss.,in the autumn of 1863 and 
winter of 1863-4. I speak now by the card. In 
October of 1863 (I quote from my personal 
diary) Gen. Gresham was post com- 
mander at Natchez. More than once 
I saw him offered large bribes 


to permit cotton shipments, but he resisted 
every temptation. During his command 
there his force was much depleted by his 
men (he was then a brigade commander) go- 
ing home on ‘veteran furlough.’ Released 
from duty at Natchez, Gen. Gresham went to 
Cairo to awalt the reassembling of his brig- 
ade. Gen. Rinaker was Post Commander 
there and can testify that Gresham was par- 
ticularly anxious to get away to join 
Sherman, who was on his way to 
Atlanta. Rinaker forced boats into 
service, and Gresham went up the 
Tennessee Kiver to Clifton, Tenn., marching 
thence via Decatur, Ala.,and Rome, Ga., 
and reaching Sherman just as he was engaxg- 
ing upon the hardest work o the Atlanta 
campaign. This acquisition io Sherman’s 
strength was duly acknowledged by him. 

**I come to the vital part of Gen. Kneffler's 
attack upon Gresham. Kueffler seys: 
‘Gresham was woundec bya bushwhacker.’ 
I said in reply that there were no ‘bush- 
whackers’ in frontof Sherman—there was 
the whole rebel army, and the entire march 
was a prolonged battle. My diary says: 

June 15. 

At 9 a. m. our guns Opened and were not replied to 
uatil twe hours later, when the rebel batteries ren- 
dered the headquarters of Cresham uninhabitable. 
Gen. Gresham and staff located themselves in a re- 
doubt occupied by Spear’s 15th Ohio Battery. His 
position was no more comfortable, but we could see 
what was going on, Our division (Gresham’s) made 
a brilliant charge and took two lines of rifle pits. 
„ * Leggett was on our left and Force's Brigade 
made a charge as we did and captured an Alabama 
regiment almost entire. he enemy was 
obliged to abandon Pine Mountain. 


June 16. 

A further advance, and the enemy abandon Lost 
Mountain, and now only hold Kennesaw. 

I omit the daily record upto July 3, when 
my diary says: a 

The Army of the Tennessee held the right flank 
along Wickajack Creek. Censiderabie ground was 
gained by Logan’s, Vodge’s and Biair’seorps. Col. 
Logan (82d Illinois) led the charge of Gresham's 
division, under the eye of Gresham. This one regi- 
ment (my own) lost severely. 


July 8. 
The enemy made a determined assaultto recover 
their ground but were ugsuccessful, 
July 17. 


At 2 a. m. Gresham’s division marched northwara 
(from the Nickajack) and at dawn halted at Marietta. 
a distance of twenty miles. 


July 18. 
Crossed the Chattahoochee at Roswell, twenty 
miles from Marietta. 
July 21. 


July 20, pressed on toward Atlanta, Gresham's 
division leading the Army of the Tennessee, and 
stratiing the Augusta Raiiway. Enemy driven two 
miles, ane two lines of rifle pits taken. Our loss 
(Gresham's division) these two days, 525 killed and 
wounded—ene-fifth the fighting strength. We took 
100 prisoners. 


‘*I reach a vital point here. My diary says, 
and it was written on the alight of July 2): 

Gen. Gresham’s divisio: advanced, driving a 
strong skirmish line. The General left his horse at 
the foo: ofa slight hill and esc ended the slope oc- 
cuvicd@ by his skirmishers to reconnoitre the hil! in 
front. Ihie wasthe hill afterward known as Salt 
or Leagett’s, the key to the battie-fleld of July 22, 
where McPherson lost his life, and I reiterate what 
I said before—had not been for 
Gresham’s wounding. the hill would have been 
taken, the battle ofthe 22d would not have been 
fought, and McPhersen’s life would have heen 
spared. Gen. Gresham knew that he was well on 
the enemy’s flank, and he was about to makea 
charge when the rebels opened asharp fire. His 
aide, Capt. Duncan, received several bullets through 
Dis clothiag, but escaped injury. Gen. Gresham 
was pierced in the thigh by arifie ball and was 
taken tothe rear. During the confusion incident to 
this outward disaster, and the assignment of another 
offieer to the command, a strong division of Hood’s 
Infantry was hurried to the hill, and the magnifi- 
cent opportunity was lost. 

can confess to discrepancies in dates and 
figures, as can any soidier, but I cannot pass 
by without protest Gen. Kneffier’s reference 
tomy ‘blood curdling’ description of Gen. 
Gresham’s wound. A8 1 have said before,

Gresham sought to take, and would 
have taken had he not been wounded, was 
the key to the situation. The facts of 
Gresham’s wounding are asI stated them. 
His leg was saved by my own Colonel (John 
Logan). I visited Gresham in September, 
1865, at his home in New Alhany, Ind., where 
he was house-bound, while Ijiwas making a 
brief trip, under orders, after the fall of At- 
lanta and before I rejoined my command for 
the March to the Sea. jHe and 
talked of these matters repeated 
Logan I was more intimate wi 
with any kinsman of mine, and he has told 
me the same story. I learned my politics 
from the lips of Lincoln and Trumbull and 
Palmer. I have ever kept my political faith. 
Icannot account for Gen. Gresham’s polit- 
ical change of faith, and yet be has given me 
his reasons time and time again. i cannot 
agree with him, but I know him too well to 
question his motives, and I cannot close my 
eyes to the fact that he was a good soldier 
and gave his lood ‘cr kis coun- 
try. I have had. i acquaintance of 
many soldiers of all rank from general 
of the army to private. The great majority 
of those I have known were true patriots and 
did their duty in the — in which they 
were placed. I do not believe in disparaging 
a single one, but I do believe in according to 
such the credit that belongs to him.

ing at the City Hospital. 

Hill and schoenlaub went into the saloon 
about 10:30 o’clock last night. They called 
for drinks, and Sauerwein, who was do- 
hind the bar, furnished them. The 
two men then ordered again with. 
out paying anything, and a dispute 
arose. Sauerwein became very angry, and 
bitter threats were made on sides, 

The saloonkeeper, finally becoming enraged 
beyond all control, grabbed his revolver 
from under the bar andifired at3Schoenlaub. 
The bullet pierced the latter’s left hand as he 
reached across the counter to grapple sauer - 
wein by the throat. 

When the shot was fired Hill, who had been 
merely looking on, sprang behind his com- 

anion to protect himself. The saloon- 

eeper, still behind the counter, fired again. 

The bullet ploughed through the top of 
Schoenlaub’s head, making, however, buta 
slight wound. Recovering somewhat from 
his panic the latter crouched below the 
counter, leaving Hill facing their enraged 
opponent. 

Again the saloon-Keeper raised his pistol 
and fired. Hill was just 1 to run 
when the bullet caught him behind the left 
ear, and he fell bleeding to the dirty, saw- 
dust-covered floor. Before Sauerwein, who 
had now come out in front, could shoot 
again Officer Bunting arrived and disarmed 
him. The officer found Hill unconscious and 
Schoenlaub crouching in a corner pleading 
for his life. 

The patrol wagon was called up and both 
wounded men taken to the City Hospital, 
where Hill’s wound was pronounced fatal. 
Schoenlaub’s woudds are not at all serious. 

Sauerwein was locked up at the Third Dis- 
trict Police Station. He declared that he had 
no regret for what he had done and that he 
would do it again under similar circum- 
stances. 

Hill was a tailor and lived at 1315 Blair av- 
enue with his wife and chiid, 
unmarried and lives at 1232 North Twelfth 
street. The murderer has been in the saloon 
business in St. Louis for twenty-five years.
